Viet Nan was divided into three parts; RaceBo or Tonkin, Trung-Ro 
or Annan end NemeBo or Cochin China, ach Fo le divided into 
provinces or sectoré, cach sector into townships, villages or 
districts (im the cities) and the divisions correspond roughly to 
the actual official del initations. 
These tw orgenigationnl set-ups meet at each echelon of the 
territorial orgenizetion. ach division is under the aitrority of 
a Viet Minh Comittea. This committee is composed of delegetes 
elected in each vertical organization chet is represented and 
directed by a head named by the chaef of the hishes territorial 
division, The reed of the Committee has great powers; the members 
are there to be consulted and to mrry cut his orders, 


The Central Committee is at the bead of the Viet Minh, It is 
composed of delegates from all. the vertical organizations representing 
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the Committees of tos countrys; heads of organizations of general ine 
terest which depend directly on tne Centrel Committees such 4s 
those having te do with guerilla troops, propasenda and finance. 
The Head of the Central Committes is sieeted by meubers of the 
Conmiitee. The general orsanization corresponds to the necessities 
of two orders: 
fh, A hierarchy clected within the vertical organizations 
having as its purpose the maicing into cells of the 
pooulation. 
Eo A hierarchy which is sopointed enc strictly ixposes 
the unity of action ordered by the Central Committee.
